COAST DEFENSE. 


Canadians Fearful of Uncie Sam's 
Rapidly Developing Navy. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS WIR) 
CHICAGO, May 20.—A special from 


Halifax, N. S., says that the scheme of 


coast defense which is being prepared 
for submission to the Canadian govern- 
ment intimates that three cruisers 
would be necessary on the Atlantic to 
cover the Gulf of St. Lawrence and 
coast waters of Nova Scotia and the 
Bay of Fundy. The idea is that the 
fUnited States is rapidly developing a 
strong navy on the Atlantic with head- 


- iquarters at New York and Boston and 


other points, and is also subsidizing 
merchant steamers built under navy re- 
‘quirements of the United States. 

The case of the new Plant steamer Le 
Duchess is quoted as an instance of 
this. The danger from such vessels is 
said to be one that ‘must be guarded 
against’ by the construction of similar 
ships.. A fast American cruiser running 
Yarmouth, 
Halifax and Prince Edward Island gets 
an intimate knowledge of the coast, and 
‘will be in a position in time f trouble 
to destroy one after another every out- 

st of Nova Scotia or to lay them un- 

er ransom. This is the situation which 
it is understood will be outlincd in the 
coast-defense scheme. 


The Iquito’s Revolution. 


NEW YORK, May 20.—A special to 
the Herald from Lima, Peru, says that 
the government has been officially in- 
formed of the revolutionary movement 
at Iquitos, Department of Loretta, and 
regards it ag ridiculous. It is said in 
official circles that it must collapse in 


time, but, if necessary, troops and naval |. 


A cable 
message received from the town of 
Iquitos signed by Col. Seminario, says 
that the State freely recognizes Presi- 
dent Pierola’s authority; that the move- 
ment is not political, but is Inaugurated 
with the idea of federation. .

Mrs. John Martin Locked Up in Her 
Apartment.

NEW YORK, May 20.—Mrs. John 
Martin, who says she is the widow of a 
rich Californiap, threw a stone out of 
the window of the swell Mystic apart- 
ment. house last night, to which was 
attached a paper. George Lederer, the 
theatrical manager, picked it up and 
read: 

“Please send me an officer at once. 
I am a prisoner here on the fourth flour, 
and they will not allow anyone to see 
me. 
(Signed, ) ISA BELLA J. MARTIN.” 

Lederer lantly went for a police- 
man and the two climbed the stairs to 
the fourth floor of the apartment 
house, and were informed by a femi- 
nine voice that the owner was a pris- 
oner. M er Lederer sent for a lock- 
Smith and the door was forced. They 
found Mrs. Martin in tears. Mrs. Mar- 
tin said the proprietor locked her in. 
The proprietor said’ Mrs. Martin was 
asked to leave, but promised to make 
a scene before she did. She certainly 
kept her word.

TESLA’S NEW MARVEL, 


| 
REVOLUTIONIZES THE SYSTEM OF 
ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


The Nearest Adaptation of the Great 
Force of Nature to the Use of 
Man—A Bulb with a Vibrating 
Needle. oak 


GT TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, May 20.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Nikola Tesla has solved the 
problem which he set before himself 
years ago, and which may revolutionize 
the system of electric lighting. It is, 
electrical experts say, the nearest per- 
fect adaptation of the great force of 
nature to the use of man. In Tesla s 
laboratory is a bulb three inches in 
length, which, when the current is 
turned into it, becomes a bulb of light. 
With it a very large room is lightéd, 
It is possible to read in any corner. 
Yet this is done without flues and 
without attachments necessary to ex- 
isting lights. The rays are so strong 
that the sharpest photographs may be 
taken by them. No new dynamo is re- 
quired tb produce the current. There 
is no danger of a harmful shock in it8 
use. 
The present incandescent light gives 
only 3 per cent. of illumination power. 
The other 97 per cent. is wasted in heat. 
The bulb which Tesla has perfected 


90 per cent. of energy. Tesla declares 
he will, with the aid of a few more ex- 
periments, be able to produce 40 per 
cent. tof light, so that the waste will 
be reduced to only 60 per cent., or 37 
per cent. less than at present. 

The principle of the light is vibra- 
tion. Illumination is secured by means 
of what Tesla terms the vibrator within 
the bulb, which holds the vibrating 
needle within a vacuum. The needle 
vibrates so rapidly that the figures per 
second sound imaginary, but it is this 
intensity of energy which gives the 
light its brilllancy, and its apparent. 
steadiness. The lights do not have to 
be renewed.

WASHINGTON . c.) May 20.—(Spe- 
cial Dispatch.) The present status of 
the great harbor fight can be briefly 
stated. Huntington has chided his serv- 
ants for their defeat, and the penitent 


ceive the plaudits of their master and 
win forgiveness. It presents a sad spec- 
tacle to see Senators and Representa- 
tives bow dowm to the money king, and 
if they get no pay it only renders their 
abject servitude more pitiful, for it is 
said hypnotic subjects never recover. 
The conferees have declined to agree 
to the Senate amendment, even though 
it was proposed by.Frye. Hooker gives 
the very lucid, but rather remarkable, 
reason that Presidert Cleveland would 
not appoint an impartial board—in fact, 
the only man, to his mind, apparently, 
who could possibly be impartial is Hunt- 
ington. The great railroad magnate's 
hawkshaw, Boyd, does not often talk, 
but he was under such great perturba- 
tion of mind and so astonished that he 
explained the situation, and his exact 
language was reported to White. He 
said: “Frye was not authorized to 
make the proposition he did. It was 
done without consulting Mr. Hunting- 
ton.” This was something so remarka- 
ble that there must be a mistake about 
it. That a United States Senator, elected 
by the State of Maine, should make a 
move without the orders of the Califor- 
nia railroad magnate, was incompre- 
hensible to Boyd. 
Last night Hermann told. Senator 
White that be would recede, tram the 
Stand takes and-vole -concur- 
with the Senate amendment, but he 
must have heard from Huntington im- 
mediately afterward, as today he was 
the first to speak against it. .When the 
bill was in the House Committee Her- 
mann told Senators White and Perkins 
and Representative McLachlan that 
everything was all right. Later, in fact 
upon the very day the fight was made 
there, he told them that Santa Monica 
had only $100,000 and San Pedro $392,509, 
and wrote to Patterson to the same ef- 
fect. It is now known that in the bill 
at that time Santa Monica had $2,800,000 
and a blank was opposite San Pedro, 
nothing having been agreed to. Hooker, | 
who placed the Santa Monica appropria- 


of Huntington, told White that the 
amendment was satisfactory to him, 
and then fought it. 

His present contention that no one 
but the conferees can be relied upon to 
appoint an impartial board is a confes- 
sion of duplicity. Still it may be true. 
Only. two engineers, Corthell and Hood, 
have been found who would advise the 
construction of a harbor at Santa Mon- 
ica. It might simplify the matter to 
appoint a board of three, Huntington, 
Corthell and Hood. As it now stands, 
‘there is but little probability of either 
place securing an appropriation beyond 
the $50,000 already in the bill for San 
Pedro. 

Senator White said tonight that he 
intended to expose the fraud and de- 
plicity of the conferees, in order that 
it may go upon record, but he has little 
hope of obtaining an amenament or, in 
fact, anything except a small amount 
in the House bill. As he said, too, ex- 
posure will have very little more effect 
than the exposure of an already notori- 
‘ous individual. 

There was a very able-bodied rumor 
that Kerens and Elkins had offered 
the Terminal Railroad for sale to Hunt- 
ington, and the day following Kerens 
left the city, greatly to the surprise of 
everyone. This gained currency and 
following it came telegrams to the Sen- 
ators from the Santa Fé people. This 
was seized upon as showing that it was 
simply a fight between rival railroads, 
but these rumors have been vigorously 
denied by those who know the facts.

CONFBREES DISAGREE. 
ASHINGTON, ey 20.—The con- 
ferees on the River and Harbor Bill 
have decided to report a disagreement 
on the Santa Monica and San Pedro 
deep-water harbor amendment. The 
contention of the House is that in case 
the commission provided for in the Sen- 
ate amendment should report in favor 
of San Pedro,.it would give that place 
two large contracts. It is claimed by 
the House conferees that the commis- 
sion should report to Congress. All other 
items have been agreed to. 
THE CONFERENCE REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The con- 
ferees on the River and Harbor Bill 
made a report today showing an agree- 
ment on all the amendments made by 
the Senate except those relating to the 
Santa Monica and San Pedro harbors in 
Southern California, on which the con- 
ferees were unable to reach an under- 
standing. The specific items of disa- 
greement are those providing for a com- 
mission to determine whether a deep- 
water harbor shall be located at Port 
Los Angeles, Santa Monica Bay, or at 
San Pedro, at an ultimate cost of $2,900,- 
000; for the improvement of Wilming- 
ton Harbor at San Pedro at an aggre- 
gate cost of $342,000, and also the amend- 
ment providing for increasing the depth 
of the Wilmington harbor to twenty-five

Senator Sherman also gave notice 
that he would try to take up the Filled 
Cheese Bill at the first opportunity.

Senator Gorman then offered an im- 
portant amendment, providing that in 
order to provide moneys not supplied 
from ourrent revenues for the expendi- 
ture of the government, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, with the 
proval of the President, be authorized 
to issue 3-per-cent, treasury certificates 
of indebtedness to the amount of $100,- 
000,000, redeemable at the pleasure of 
the government after three years. - 

Many Senators were on their feet 
with objections and points of order, but 


‘before these were considered, Senator 


Gorman spoke briefly on the need of 
the amendment. He said he had al- 
ready shown that if the executive made 
the expenditures called for by the ap- 
propriations there would be a shortage 
before next January. 

Senator Mills of Texas responded in 
a few words, urging that there were 
well-defined means of raising revenue. 
Congress was here and should remain 
here to enact such proper and well- 
matured measures of relief, instead of 
resorting to any emergency plan as 
that proposed by Gorman. 

Senator Sherman called attention ta 
the importance of the amendment and 
asked for a call of the Senate, as the 
attendance was meagre. When a quo- 
rum was secured, the presiding officer, 
Senator Chandler of New Hampshire, 
ruled on a point of order raised against 
the Gorman amendment that it was in 
order. 

Senator Mills appealed from the rul- 
ing of the chair. Before the vote was 
taken on the appeal, Senator Sherman 
addressed the Senate on the amend- 
ment. He said it was unexampled in 


the history of the country that such 


a proposition should be made in a time 
of peace to keep the treasury from 
bankruptcy. It came at a time when 
the country was amply able to provide 
revenue for the government. He could 
name the items on which revenue could 
be easily raised.: It was time, he said, 
that Senators should lay aside all party 
feeling and make provisions to carry 
on the government. Under the present 
tariff there had been deficiencies every 
year and every hour. It had led to a 
political revolution, and the election of 
a House of Representatives opposed to 
the present law. The House had sought 
to remedy the condition by passing an 
emergency tariff bill, which was sent 
to the Senate and here incumbered with 
a free-silver amendment. Senutor 
Sherman said he was willing to accept 
that House bill after the withdrawal of 
the silver amendment, as the best avail- 
able remedy for the treasury. If it did 
not yield enough then let other items 
be added—tea, coffee, everything. . 
Ves,“ exclaimed Senator Sherman, “I 
would take the last shirt off the people 
rather than violate our national credit.“ 
He declared that an agreement could 
be reached in twenty-four hours if Sen- 
ators would put aside their ee 
then

C. S. Ranek, 
chairman of the State Committee, an- 
nounced S. S. Wright of Tipton as tem- 
porary chairman. The hearty wel- 
come given him by the convention set 
at rest all anticipation of an open pro- 
test from silver men. Wright deliv- 
ered a carefully-prepared speech, in 
which he opposed free coinage of sil- 


ap- ver at 16 to 1. 


He paid his respects to the legislation 
of the Republican party of the State 
on the liquor question. He was par- 
ticularly severe upon the present law, 
known as the “mulct” law. . 

After a lengthy consideration of State 
affairs, he touched upon the tariff ques- 
tion, charging the Republican party 
with fostering monopolies and making 
the rich richer and the poor poorer. He 
said: “It has been said that the Den- 
ocratic party, when it did have the 
power to enact laws, did not make an 
ideal tariff schedule. While it may be 
true that the Wilson law is not perfect 
in many respects, still it comes nearer 
representing the best interests of the 
American people than any law that 
has been enacted for years.“ 

On the financial question he said: 

“The coinage of gold and silver is 
defined by an eminent political writer 
as being the right to assay and purify 
them, and mark on each coin its weight 
and fineness.

CONDITION OF THE PRISONERS OF, 
THE TRANSVAAL. 


Thirty-two of Them Confined in a 
Small Tin Shanty—Two of Them 
lllThe Sentences Are Agnin 
Reported Commuted. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.) 
PRETORIA, May 20.—(By South Af- 
rican Cable.) The sentences of the 
leaders of the Johannesburg reformers, 
it was announced today, will stand 
over for the present, and meanwhile, 
sentences pf fifteen years’ imprison- 
ment have been substituted for sen- 
tences of death imposed on Col. 
Rhodes, John Hays Hammond, Lionel 
Phillips and George Farrar. Nine 
other prisoners are discharged. 

Eighteen were sentenced to five 
months imprisonment, and twenty-two 
to three months imprisonment. 

JOEY HAS NO NEWS. 
LONDON, May 20.—Secretary of State 
for the Colonies Joseph Chamberlain 
had not received any news this-morning 
of the final decision of the Executive 
Council of the South African republic 
regarding the commutation of the sen- 
tences of the Johannesburg reform 
prisoners. It was rumored on the stock 
exchange today that all prisoners are to 
be released unconditionally. A private 
dispatch says that President Krueger 
pardoned fifty-nine prisoners condemned 
to imprisonment, banishment and a fine 
of $10,000 each. No mention is made of 
Rhodes, Hammond, Phillips and Farrar. 

A dispatch has been received from 
Gov. Sir Hercules Robinson, relative 
to the sentences imposed upon the re- 
formers at Pretoria, which says one 
portion of the prisoners will be re- 
leased immediately and another portion 
in three months. A third portion of 
the prisoners will have their cases con- 
sidered and passed upon after five 
months, and a fourth portion after one 
year. 

Gov. Robinson says that the death 
sentences imposed on the four leaders, 
Rhodes, Hammond, Phillips and Far- 
rar, have been commuted to fifteen 
years imprisonment, adding, however, 
that the latter is only a matter of form 
and that the sentence is not likely to 
be carried out. The further commuta- 
tion of the leaders’ sentences will be 
discussed -next week. 

Gov. Robinson adds that the fines 
the cases of the other prisoners will re-

Loss OF THE NEWCHANG. 
American Seamen Were Iustrumen- 
e tal in Saving Many Lives. 
(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
VANCOUVER. (B. c.) May 20.—(Spe- 
celal Dispatch.) In collision off Woon- 
eung, China, April 4, between steamers 
Onwo, outward bound for Hankow, and 
Newchang, eight Europeans and 284 
Chinese.lost their lives. Of seven of- 
ficers of the Onwo, but two were saved. 
These were Second Officer Cooper and 
Second Engineer Small. The Euro- 
peans drowned were Capt. J. Lusser, 
First Officer E. Keets, First Engineer 
G. Davidson, Third Engineer J. Allen, 
Pllot R. Scott. In a private letter re- 
ceived by the Oriental steamer Empress 
of India, which arrived today, an eye- 
witness on one of, the United States 
‘warships, thus described the terrible 


“The Néwchang and the Onwo came 


into collision at 1 o’clock in the morn- 


ig in Pheasant Pass, a turn in the 
Woonsung River. The night was dark 
and the accident occurred through a 


mistake in the helm signals. The 


Onwo, carrying 370 passengers and 
crew, sank so quickly that although 
there were vessels close by, the acci- 
dent was scarcely noticed. The New- 
chang was also badly injured, but was 
promptly beached. Just above the 
Scene of the disaster the American fleet 
was lying, but the darkness prevented 
the sailors seeing just what was going 


on. 

“In an inctedible short time a score 
of boats, manned by American blue- 
jackets, were sailing for the scene of 
the catastrophe. The crew of the Olym- 
pia rescued forty-eight men. One boat 
returned with fifteen half-drowned 
wretches. Scores of men had ropes 
thrown right into their hands, but as 
soon as the swift current brought the 


least strain on the lifeline, through | 


weakness of fright, they let go, when 
they would sink beneath the ship. In 
twenty minutes all who were not saved 
‘were swept to their graves. 

“The Europeans on the land saved 
nine lives. Many could have been saved 
by the Chinese on land, but they would 
not stir in the work of rescué, saying 
that it was the river god's work, and 
must not be interfered with. In this 
way seventy-eight were rescued and 
292 drowned. Next morning 110 bodies 
were laid on the bank for identifica- 
tion.”’

They Will Locate the Wilmerding 
School on June 9. 0 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 20.—The re- 
gents of the State University have de- 
cided that on June 9 they will vote upon 
the proposition of selecting a site for the 
J. C. Wilmerding Industrial School. 
This decision was reached today, after 
arguments had been presented by the 
advocates of Stockton, Oakland and San 
Francisco. 

Regents John E. Budd and Judge 
Wallace asked that a vote might be 
taken on the selection of a site at the 
afternoon session, the latter stating 
that he was convinced that Wilmerding 
intended that the school should be lo- 
cated in San Francisco. Gov. Budd 
thought that the intention of the tes- 
tator was for the good of the boys, and 
he was confident he could show by the 
will itself that Wilmerding did not de- 
sire the institution located in this city.

It recom- 
mended that the board go into debt and 
increase the deficiency of $13,000 rather 
than deprive any student of the advan- 
tages fhe university offered. Every

ORIENTAL COMPETITION. 


AN INTERESTING REPORT BY MIN- 
ISTER DUN. 


The Japanese Well-disposed Toward 
American Shipbullders—Progress 
of the Nation—Chiaa Waking Up. 


Children to Be Educated in 
America. 


(BY. ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRD.) 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Perhaps 
inspired by the frequent references in 
Congress and the newspapers, to the 
probability of Japanese competition in 
the future with our own manufacturers, 
the statistical bureau of the State De- 
partment some time ago called upon 
United States Minister Dun at Tokio 
to report upon the prospects of compe- 
tition by American manufacturers for 
contracts in the Japanese Empire. 

The Minister, in the course of his re- 
sponse, says that while there has until 
recently been a large difference in fa- 
vor of the British in cost of produc- 
tion, this is rapidly disappearing, and 
there are now fair prospects of some 
articles of American manufacture sur- 
passing the English and other Euro- 
pean makes. This fact is owing more 
to the superior finish and excellence 
than in the prices of American goods. 
American locomotives are growing in 
favor in spite of the obstacles aris- 
ing from the fact that British machines 
have been used, and the shops are un- 
fitted for the repair of the American 
engines. 

Minister Dun gives some advice to 
American manufacturers as to the ne- 
cessity. of their studying ‘the tastes of 
the Japanese, as do the British, in- 
stead of trying to educate them to our 
standards. With unlimited cheap 
skilled labor, an abundance of coal, and 
magnificent water-power, the indica- 
tions are that in the near future the 
manufacturing industries in Japan will 
increase abnormally. When the new 
treaties come into operation, there will 
be nothing to hinder American enter 
prise from taking advantage of these 
great opportunities by starting manu- 
factories in Japan. 

The Japanese government, the Min- 
ister gays, is about to contract for the 
construction of four big battleships 
abroad, and some of these will go to 
the United States if the Diet approves. 
The Japanese government is well dis- 
posed toward American shipwrights for 
political and other reasons, and they 
feel that it will be wise to place some 
contracts with Japan's best customer. 
and steady friend. As most of the Jap- 
anese naval officers and constructors 
have been educated in England, they 
naturally strongly prefer British ships 
to any others, but the government 
Ueves the placing of orders in the 
United States would be gratifying to 
the American people, and they are de- 
sirous of testifying in some tangible 
manner of appreciation of the uniform 
friendliness of Americans towerd Ja- 
pan. In this they are backed by some 
of the most influential Japanese news- 


papers. 

The Minister speaks of the recent 
visit to Japan of special nts from 
Cramps and the Union Iron Works, and 
sus they left the country fairly well 
satisfied with the encouragement they 
received from the authorities. 

CHINESE TAKE THE HINT. 

NEW. YORK, May 20.—The Chinese 
government has awakened to the fact 
that the recent defeat by Japan was 
due entirely to the inculcation in the 
latter nation of western methods. In 
view of possible future complications, 
the Chinese government has decided to 
recognize the superiority of foreign 
training. As a result, twenty Chinese 
boys, ranging in age from 10 to 12 
years. will soon make their appearance 
in this country. Unlike their prede- 
cessors, these visitors come as children 
to become skilled in mechanical arts. 

The youngsters will 
care of Rev. Hul Kin, superintendent 
of the Presbyterian mission, who is a 
graduate of an American college and 
the third Chinaman to be ordained in 
this country. Rev. Kin left for Japan 
in January and, according to his re- 
ports, preached the gospel with suc- 
cess in Tokio. Thence he went to 
China. He found that government 
busy with the problem of the advanced 
education of its young men. Three 
thousand of its young men were being 
sent at government expense to Ger- 
many, and others to France. 

Rev. Kin saw what the Chinese offi- 
clals had not sSeen—that to properly 
educate the Oriental in western 
methods. he must be brought here 
while very young. Finally, as an ex- 
periment, it was decided to permit the 
minister to bring back with him to 
America twenty boys. He selected the 
sons of farmers as better fitted physi- 
cally to enter into mechanical train- 
ing. The expenses of the pupils are 
paid by their fathers. 

The party will arrive in San Fran- 
cisco next week, reaching this city 
early in June. The boys Will be imme- 
diately taken to some near-by country 
place, where they will remain during 
the summer, under the watchful eye 
of Rev. Kin. During the summer, they 
will be taught the rudiments of the 
English language, as well as the tenets 
of Christianity, and in the fall, they 
will take up their.mechanical studies 
in this city. Rev. Kin's plans are not 
yet known to the people in charge of 
the mission, but it is understood the 

are to remain here for several 
years and return to China with a 
liberal mechanical and scientific edu- 
cation. 

China. it is believed, will also apply 
soon to this government for the privil- 
ege of sending one or more of its 
youths to West Point and Annapolis. 
Other nations have enjoyed that privil- 
ege for many years, but China had not 
awakened to the advantages co be de- 
rived from that courtesy until the re- 
cent disastrous war. The twenty 
youngsters who will arrive soon, will 
remain here under bonds to return to 
their native country and every pre- 
caution will be taken against the viola- 
tion of our anti-Chinese laws.

appropriation bis,“ said the Senator 
in closing, “rather than issue $100,000,- 
000 in treasury certificates in a single 
year.” 

Senator Gorman followed in answer 
to Senator Sherman. He said the re- 
mark of the Senator from Ohio was 
most remarkable in view of the fact 
that he (Mr. Sherman) had himself pro- 
posed a similar measure four years ago 
to meet a prospective deficiency in the 
last year of the Harrison administra- 
tion. Senator Sherman interrupted to 
deny that his measure was intended 
to meet a deficiency, as there had not 
been a deficiency under the Harrison 
administration. 

Senator Gorman read the treasury 
figures of four years ago, contending 
that a deficiency was impending. He 
proceeded to show that the failure of 
the income-tax feature of the tariff 
act and the too-liberal extension of the 
free list had led to the present lack 
of revenue. The direct appropriations 
and contracts authorized this ‘ year 
would reach almost $600,000,000, while 
the revenues would be far short of that 
amount. What was to be done to meet 
this deficiency, asked Senator Gorman. 
Was it intended to speni the money 
raised on bonds, or would the execu- 
tive branch thwart the will of Congress 
by not. spending what Congress had 
ordered spent. Referring to the Ding- 
ley emergency tariff bill, Senator Gor- 
man asserted that it had never been u- 
tended to pass and that, if passed, it 
would not have yielded revenue suffi- 
cient to meet the requirements of the 
government. 

“I suggest to the Senator from Ohio,” 
continued Senator Gorman, “that if he 
is in earnest in reaching a non-partisan 
remedy, let us agree on three things— 
the repeal of that error which crept 
into the present law as to alcohol used 
in the arte, which repeal will save $15,- 
000,000; then a tax on tea, which every- 
one in the United States will approve 
at 3 cents, 5 cents or 10 cents a pound, 
and then a duty on coffee, which would 
be so small that no one would feel it. 

Senator Gorman said these three 
remedies would yteld $40,000,000 to $650,- 
000,000 beside the saving of $15,000,000. 
If the Ohio Senator would agree to this 
non-partisan proposition, said Senator 
Gorman, the Senators could unite and 
save the treasury. This and the emer- 
gency certificates provided relief for 
the financial affairs of the country. 
The Senator referred to the conspicu- 
ous Republican candidate who has 
hoped. to direct an administration which 
would have protection until it became 
exclusion, as the candidat> of a party 
of extravagance in expenditures. 

“If this Congress adjourns without 
making provisions for the treasury,” 
said Senator Gorman, in conclusion, 
“the responsibility must rest with those 
who control both branches of Congress.

Senator Peffer of Kansas followed 
with an amendment providing that all 
appropriations under the pending bill 
be paid in treasury notes or greenbacks, 
to be issued as required. This amend- 
ment was defeated by 12 to 43. Those 
who voted in the affirmative were: Re- 
publicans, Senators Cameron and Pet- 
tigrew. mocrats, Senators Daniel, 
George, Mills, Roach and Vest. Popu- 
lists, Senators Allen, Butler, Kyle, Pef- 
fer and Stewart. The Fortifications 
Bill was then passed. 

The conference report on the bill for 
the relief of settlers on Northern Pacific 
indemnity lands was agreed to, and 
bills were passed as follows: Appro- 
priating $100,000 for a public building at 
Salem, Or.; authorizing the construc- 
tion of a bridge across the Red River of 
the North; fixing terms of courts at 
Butte, Mont.; appropriating $400,000 for 
a public building at Tacoma, Wash.; 
crediting William J. Bryan, postmaster 
at San Francisco, with $9600 embezzled 
by a clerk; leasing Fort Omaha military 
reservation to the State of Nebraska as 
a school of instruction for the State Na- 
tional Guard; amending the copyright 
law to permit criminal and civil suits 
for unauthorized performance of musi- 
cal or dramatic compositions; amend- 
ing the pension laws so that those who 
served in the Confederate service and 
thereafter entered the Union service 
prior to September, 1864, serving for 
ninety days, shall not be debarred from 
pension by reason of previous Confed- 
erate services; for the relief of home- 
stead settlers on surveyed public lands. 

At 6 o'clock the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—After two days’ debate the 
House today. by the overwhelming vote 
of 195 to 26, passed the Bartholdt-Mc- 
Call Immigration Bill, modified by the 
Corliss amendment. The Stone Consu- 
lar Inspection Bill, which was offered 
as a substitute, was defeated, 175 to 131. 
The bill as passed adds to the classes 
of aliens excluded from admission to the 
United States all male persons between 
the ages of 16 and 60 years (except par- 
ents of persons living in this courtry) 
who cannot both read and write Eng- 
lish or some other language. — 

The Corliss amendment added to the 
bill. excludes aliens who come across 
the borders year after year to perform 
labor in the United States, with no in- 
tention of settling therein. It declares 
all labor contracts with aliens vcid, 
and makes parties thereto within the 
jurisdiction of the United States pun- 
ishable by a fine of $1000 or imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year, and 
makes it a misdemeanor for naturalized 
citizens who have returned to a foreign 
country to make the same his home to 
again perform labor in the United 
States; makes it a misdemeanor for any 
aliens to cross the border for labor in 
the United States, except at a port of 
entry. and imposes a head tax of 50 cents 
on each immigrant. Those who par- 
ticipated in the debate today were 
Messrs. Wilson of South Carolina, Mc- 
Call of Massachusetts, Mahaney of 
New York, and Danford of Ohio. 

Before the debate began a special or- 
der was adopted setting aside tomor- 
row for the consideration of the Phillips 
Commission Bill, and Friday for the 
Erdman Arbitration Bill, The order pro- 
voked vehement protests from the 
friends of war claims, who charged the 
leaders of the House with treating them 
unfairly. Both Mr. Mahan'of Pennsyl- 


Committee, and Mr. Walker of Massa- 
chusetts served notice: that at the short 
session beginning in December, no bills 
would be allowed to pass by unanimous 
consent. This threat is for the purpose 
of forcing the consideration of bills on 
the calendar. 

M. Walker charged the leaders of 
the House with sneering contempt- 
vously at the chairman of the War 
Claims Committee when he sought to 
have the government pay its honest 
debts. He proceeded to ridicule the 
precipitancy with which the House 
rushed in sympathy to the support of 
Venezuela. while it turned its back 
coldly on the poor creditors of the gov- 
ernment who were unfortunate enough 
to be its own citizens. 

“If God spares my life,” he cried out 
passionately, and I return to this 
House at the next session, this thing 
will end. I have served here for eight 
vears and receive no more cons{dera- 
tion than a dog.” 

Mr. Henderson, who had presented 
the rule; indignantly denied that there 
was any attempt on part of the 
Rules Committee to dictate to the 
House.

Mr. Hendricks of New York opposed 
an extension of the laws designed to 
restrict immigration. 

Mr. Danford of Ohio supported the 
Stone bill for consular inspection. 

Thousands of petitions from all parts 
f the country had come in favor of 
this bill. The main opposition to the 
bill came from the steamship compan- 
les which were in the business of, 
transporting immigrants. 

Mr. Bartholdt, the champion of the 
Educational Test Bill, closed the de- 
bate. In doing so he protested against 
the statement frequently made in the 
course of the debate that 50 per cent. 
of the inmates of the penitentiaries and 
almshouses were foreign-born. He as- 
serted that the German-American preés 
of the country was a unit against the 
Stone bill. 

At 4 o’clock, under the special order, 
the voting began. The first vote was 
taken on the Corliss amendment to the 
McCall Educational Test Bill. The 
amendment was designed to prevent 
Canadian competition with American 
labor on the Northern border, and also 
amend the existing immigration laws 
so as to make them more stringent. It 
was agreed to by 212 to 46. The Stone 
consular inspection substitute was Iost 
by 75 to 131. The bill as amended was 
then passed. 

Mr. Fitzgerald of Massachusetts de- 
manded the yeas and nays, but his de- 
mand was not supported by a sufficient 
number of members. 

The House then adjourned.

Von Arnold’s Friends Furnish an 
Appeal Bond. 


THEIR DAY OF TRIUMPH. 


THE CZAR AND CZARINA FILL THE 
WORLD'S EYE TODAY. 


Rain Ceased Falling Last Evening. 
Outline of the Ceremonials—No- 
table Personages Who Reached 
Moscow Yesterday—The Crowd. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 
MOSCOW, May 20.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The rain, which had been per- 
sistently falling ever since the Czar 
and Czarina arrived here on Monday, 
has ceased this evening and there is 
promise of fine weather for tomorrow's 
state entry into Moscow, the occasion 
of the triumphal progress along the 
Tverskai street from the Petrovski 
Palace to the Kremlin, for which prep- 
arations have been made on a larger 
scale than for any other event of the 
coronation festivities. The decorations 
of the city will be at their best tomor- 
row. 

The occasion will witness the culmi- 
nation of the competition which has 
raged for months to secure reserved 
positions along the line of progress. 
The street is lined with the official pa- 
Vilions and with roomy grand stands, 
and it is proposed to allow a little 
more latitude than usual to the people 
on the streets. 

The Czar and Czarina will attend a 
Te Deum at the Uspenski Cathedral 
and will then visit the Archangel and 
Blagovestchensk cathedrals, where they 
will venerate the sacred relics and of- 
fer up prayer at the tombs of their im- 
perial ancestors. The interesting cere- 
mony of the visit of the Czar and Czar- 
ina to the shrine of the Iberian Ma- 
donna, the most adored of the Icons in 
Moscow, and which is placed between 
the double archway of the gate of the 
Kfemlin, will take place upon the en- 
try into the Kremlin. After the day's 
ceremonies the Czar and Czarina will 


— 


go to Alexandrinski Palace, there to re 
main until next Monday, when there is 
to be a grand review of troops and the 
consecration of the imperial standard. 

The most notable arrival today, 
though it was entirely without osten- 
tation, was that of the Dowager rg: 
ina. She was received privately at t 
station by the Czar and Czarina. 

The French mission also arrived to- 
day. Great preparation has been made 
to have the French representation at 
the coronation on a scale suitable to 
Russia’s nearest ally among the na- 
tions. Two of the largest noblemen’s 
palaces in Mascow have been rented and 
refitted in the costliest manner from 
France, especially for the coronation. 
Here the French Ambassador will give 
a ball during the festivities which is to 
be attended by the Czar and Czarina. 
The sum set aside for the supper alone 
is $70,000. Orders were long ago placed 
in Morocco, Algiers and along the Ri- 
viera for the choicest fruits, vegetables 
and flowers that the season affords, all 
of which are on their way here, es- 
pecially for the banquet. The French 
Ambassador will ride in the procession 
tomorrow in the ornate state coach of 
Louis XV, which comes from the Mu- 
seum de Cluny in Paris, with trappings 
for horses and liveries for postillions 
and footmen on a corresponding scale of 
magnificence. 

The Crown Prince Constantine of 
Greece, Duke of Sparta, and Prince and 
Princess Ferdinand of Bulgaria arrived 
during the day, and were received at 
the station, as was the French Am- 
bassador, by the members of the im- 
perial family and by guards of honor. 
There were vast gatherings of people to 
witness the receptions, and to add their 
demonstrations of welcome. 

The city is filled with as many peo- 
ple as it will hold, and everywhere are 
dense crowds. so that the streets are 
almost impassable. A grand serenade 


was given tonight in the court yard of 


the Petrovski Palace by the combined 
choirs and orchestms in the city, num- 
bering 1180 members, and comprising 
the chorus of the Imperial Theater. 
The Czar and Czarina listened to the 
music from the balcony of the palace, 
and warmly applauded the perform- 
ance. The musicians carried lanterns, 
thus giving picturesqueness to the 
scene.

SORTING THE MAIL. 
It Now Reaches the City Ready for 
the Carriers. 
Postmaster Mathews and his super- 
intendent of circulation, Mr. Thornton. 
have just put into effect a scheme to ex- 


pedite the mall service, which has been 


sadly tangled up by the change of time 
in the trains. The great difficulty has 
been in getting the noon mail worked 
up in time for the afternoon delivery, 
an almost impossible task with the rall- 
road time-table as it is now. Trains 
east, north and south, and 
several of the local trains arrive be- 
tween noon and 1 p. m., with the result 
that the mass of mail matter pouring 
in all at once fairly swamps the post- 
office, and so delays the service that 
Stations A, B, E and F, on the out- 
skirts of the city, have had no afternoon 
delivery since the change in the sched- 
ule. — 
The annoyance and inconvenience 
thus caused became so serious that the 
postal officials hit upon the scheme of 
having the mail worked up on the 
trains, and all ready for delivery when 
it reaches Los Angeles. Four men are 
required for this service, which has 
been placed on the San Francisco and 

overland trains. 
men alternate, each serving twen- 


ty-four hours at a stretch, and two be- 


ing placed on each line. For the over- 
land, a man leaves Los Angeles at 10:25 
a.m., and reaches the Needles at 11:25 
p.m. There he awaits the west- bound 
overland. which should reach the 
Needles at 1:25 a.m. Boarding the mail 
car he at once commences his work. 
and by the time the train pulls into the 
Arcade Depot, at 1:30 p. m., he has the 
mail sorted and routed, and the portion 
for each station securely pouched and 
ready to drop into the hands of the car- 
rier the moment the train stops. 

The man detailed to meet the train 
from San Francisco goes north as far 
as Caliente, where he meets the morn- 
ing train from the north somewhere in 
the night. He works like lightning to 
get the mail arranged before the train 
reaches Lancaster. for there he leaves 
it, to wait six hours for the noon train, 
upon which he recommences his task, 
finishing it just about the time he 
reaches Los Angeles. 

After their runs, both men have a rest 
of twenty-four hours, the other two 
taking their places. It is hard and 
hurried work. with severe hours, but 
just now it is the only possible way of 
giving the city anything like a regular 
mail service. The remaining clerks in 
the office have their hands full with 
working up the southern and local 
stuff, and this matter of having from 
30,000 to 50,000 letters pouring in from 
the east and north, to be sorted and 
arranged within an hour by five or six 
clerks, made the regular service a 
physical impossibility, and was highly 
productive of “kicks” from every quar- 
er. 

It is not yet known whether this train 
mail service can be continued, as it 
leaves the office very short-handed, 
but every effort will be made to so ad- 
just matters that it can be kept up at

THE CONFEREES DISAGREE. 


Senator Frye of Maine submitted the 
report of the Conference Committee on 
the River and Harbor Bill to the Sen- 
ate yesterday. The conference reached 
an agreement upon all disputed points 
excepting that of the deep-water har- 
bor for Southern California. On this 


Why should there have been any dis- 
agreement on this question? What ra- 
tional ground was there for any honest 
difference of opinion? The plan agreed 
upon in the Senate, for the appoint- 
ment of an impartial tribunal to decide 
between San Pedro and Santa Monica, 
was eminently fair. If Huntington 
and his retainers had been willing to 
submit the question to impartial arbi- 
trament they would have offered no ob- 
jection to the Senate amendments. 

But the Huntington gang—of whom 
Senator Frye and Congressmen Hooker 
and Hermann are the acknowledged 
leaders and champions in Congress— 
objected to the reasonable and equit- 
able plan which Frye himself had pre 
posed in the Senate, and which was 
accepted by that body without division. 


The answer is obvious. They ob- 
jected because the plan was fair and 
honorable. In it, for this very reason, 
they read defeat for their nefarious 
schemes. They decided to reject it, be- 
cause it contained no “cinch” for Hunt- 
ington. 

The only grounds of objection urged 
in the conference to the plan agreed 
upon in the Senate were d) that 
“President Cleveland would not ap- 
point an impartial commission,” and 
(2) that San Pedro would get appro- 
priations for both an inner and an 
outer harbor if the decision should be 
in favor of that site. Both these objec- 
tions are trivial and unworthy of con- 
sideration. In the first place, a com- 
mission-appointed by the President 
would be far more likely to be impar- 
tial and above ulterior influences than 
a commission designated by Hunting- 
ton’s tools, as represented and personi- 
fied by Frye, Hooker, Hermann et al. 
Secondly, San Pedro would be entitled 
to appropriations for both the inner 
and the outer harbor, if the commis- 
sion, after careful investigation should 
determine in favor of that site. The 
sole province of the commission would 
be to determine which is the better 
site. That point once determined, au- 
thoritatively and finally, the govern- 
ment should expend its money upon the 
improvement of the chosen site. 

But it-is needless to argue the merits 
of the question, for these have evi- 
dently no weight in the existing status 
of fhe case. There is manifest a 
dogged determination on the part of 
Frye, Hooker, Hermann et al., who un- 
fortunately dominate the Senate and 
the House committees having the mat- 
ter in charge, to secure an appropria- 
tion of $3,000,000 for Huntington, or, 
failing in this, to prevent any appro- 
priation for a deepwater harbor on this 
Coast. This purpose is so shamelessly 
apparent as to require no further em- 
phasis. 

The creatures of Huntington— 
Ayveaded and championed by Frye, 
Hooker, Hermann et al., virtually say 
to the people of Southern California: 
“You shall have no harbor improve- 
ments unless you consent to the gift 
of $3,000,000 to C. P. Huntington for 
the purpose of building a breakwater 
to protect his private wharf.”

ELECTRICAL FIELD. 


THE ANXIETIES OF A LIGHTING 
PLANT MANAGER. 


Imterior Tllumination by Electric 
Light—Filax Straw as Fuel-An 
Electrical Disturbance—A Com- 
ing Development in the Supply. 
ef Electricity. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, May 9.—Nothing in the 
great electrical exhibition that is now 
being given in New York has attracted 


| more attention than the display of the 


new phosphorescent light for interior 
illumination. Five years ago, when 
Tesla gave his historical lecture before 
the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers in which were disclosed 
many wonderful electric phenomena, 
which until then had been regarded 
more as dreams than as possibilities, 
he ahowed tubes and globes exhausted 
of air, and unconnected by wires, in 
which phosphorescent light flashed and 
glowed simply from the bombardment 
of the molecules within them by cur- 
rents of high tension and high poten- 
tial..The rate of the vibrations was 
hundreds of thousands per second. 
Tesla said that electricians had then 
but a very slight conception of what 
would be done in artificial lignt pro- 
duction; that at least twenty times the 
efficiency of the ordinary incandescent 
lamp could be secured, and that he 
looked forward to obtaining light ef- 
fects without the use of any vessel 
whatever, with air at ordinary pres 
sure. He foretold that the mysterious 


‘diffused light he then showed would be- 


fore long supersede existing methods 
of interior lighting, and would be de- 
veloped into artifidal sunshine that 
would make our h as bright by 
night as by day. A year ago, u pho- 
tograph was taken for the firet time 


y phosphor ce. It was a dim pic- 
ture, but as marking a distinct ad- 
vance in the production of etheric 


light, it created a sensation. Within 
the twelve months that have since 
elapsed, this light has been carried to 
an extraordinary development. A pho- 
tograph of the lecture-room of the Elec- 

neers, in New York, dur 
ing a night session, has just been 
taken by it after a five-minute 
exposure, which challenges compar- 
ison with the finest daylight picture, 
The light was diffused throughout 
the room by glass tubes, about three 
inches in diameter, which were run 
around the walls. When current was 
turned on the tubes became pure, white 
Flowing cylinders. The first impres- 
sion conveyed to the audience was that 
of “lighting by smoke,” instead cf 
flame. In the picture every detail is 
sharply defined, while there is a soft- 
ness and absence of shadows which 
suggests the entrance on an entirely 
novel field of night photography. For 
this purpose, the flashlight will soon 
take a subordinate place. It is confi- 
dently stated that the new light will 
actually turn night into day, and after 
certain improvements now  contem- 
plated are made, it will be difficult fur 
anyone entering a room after the sun 
gone down to tell whether the per- 
ht is natural or artificial. The

FLAX STRAW AS FUEL. 

The manager of an electric licht 
works has adopted a practice which 
may be of great service in districts 
where coal is scarce. He is located so 
far from the nearest coal fields that 
transportation charges e the use 
of coal prohibitive. Soft coal would cost 
from $3.50 to $6.50 per ton, according to 
quality; and wood r s from $3 per 
cord for soft wood to for hard, on 
the cars. With fuel at this price he 
would be unable to carry on his busi- 
ness to a profit. He has overcome the 
difficulty by resorting to straw, 
which he can buy in abundance for $1 

er ton. Two tons of straw are equiva- 
lent to one ton of the best coal, and it 
can be burned without any special ar- 
rangement for it. The same furnace and 
boiler are in service; but it has been 
found necessary to construct sheet-iron 
chutes with flaring approaches to the 
furnace doors. By keeping the chutes 
full of straw, and gradually working it 
into the furnace as it is consumed, the 
necessity of constantly opening an 
cleaning the furnace doors is avoided. 
The fibre in the straw makes an intense 
heat. This fuel requires somewhat close 
attention; but it lasts much longer 
than might be expected from its light 
and dry nature. 

LIGHTNING TAILORING. 

The competition in cheap clothing has 
had the effect of so lowering wages that 
the operators in some departments of 
tailoring find it hard to make a living. 
But the “sweating shops” now has a 
rival in the electric motor, and many 
tailoring houses find that the more use 
they can make of electricity in the turn- 
ing out of their goods, the better they 
are able to undersell their competitors. 
One manufacturer has invented an elec- 
trical machine for cutting out cloth, 
which is said to be capable of cutting 
over two hundred suits a day. The 
average work for a man is about 
twenty-five suits a day. He can only 
cut four thicknesses of cloth; the ma- 
chine easily cuts through eight. It is 
lightly constructed, stands fourteen 
inches high, and weighs thirty pounds.

COMING DEVELOPMENT IN THE 
SUPPLY OF BLECTRICITY. 

A scheme for making electricity more 
easily available to the public for gen- 


eral purposes has been proposed by T. 


Meacock in a paper before an engi- 
neering convention; Mr. Meacock said 
the time had arrived when electricity, 
now only avallable in towns, leading 
hotela and public institutions, should 
be within reach of residents in subur- 
ban and rural districts. As a means of 


carrying out this idea, he proposed to 


establish what he termed electrical 
colonization, or a grouping of. say, 
dozen residences, having a common gen- 


erating station, with attendant, Which 


should supply the current for the resi- 
dences in the group. During the day 
the plant could be at the service of the 
subscribers for pumping water, for 
charging storage batteries, for electri- 
cally propell horseless carriages. 


which will, in course of time, be as com- 


mon as ordinary carriages now, for 
heating, cooking and many other pur- 
poses. The supply could be extended to 
an electric launch, where there was in 
the vicinity a sheet of water, and where 
it was desired, provision could, without 
difficulty, be made for supplying cur- 
rent for operating electric elevators.

The latest proposition advanced for

general headquarters.

AN ARMORY. 


THE LOS ANGELES MILITIA. WANTS 
A NEW HOME. 


Plans for a Headquarters tor In- 
fantry, Cavalry, Signal Corps 
and Officers—Modeled After an 
Army Post. 


The Los Angeles National Guard 
wants a home and the present prospects 
are that it will have one within the 
next six months which will be a credit 
to the city and thoroughly satisfactory 
in every detail. 

Some years ago the local N.G.C. es- 
tablished itself in the Armory building 
on Broadway near Sixth street. At that 
time the accommodations were suitable 
to the needs of the militia. Besides the 
officers’ quarters, the quartermasters’ 
rooms, the gymnasium and the parlors 
there was a fine hall, the largest in the 
city, which was excellently adapted 
for drilling purposes. Then the State 
grew economical and the hall was given 
up. The big entrance to the hall was 
bricked up and the finest ballroom in 
the city cut up into rooms and turned 
into a hotel. 

Since that time, the militiamen have 
drilled in the street, where there are 
street cars, carriages, ons, bicycles 
and pedestrians continua! y in the way. 
The dingy quarters are entirely i e- 
quate and not befitting the size and Im- 
portance, of Los Angeles.

Plans seem to have merged into one 
project which Gen. Laat is now sup- 
Porting, and which seems almost cer- 
of fulfillment. 

This plan is that a large plece of 
ground, somewhere in the residence 
[eer of the city, should be leased for 

ve or ten years, with the understand- 
ing that the owner shall build bar- 
racks thereon after plans formulated 
by the N.G.C. authorities, and ‘rent 
them to the State. 

The site must be 250 feet deep and 
150 feet wide. In the center will be 
the drill-ground, 100x200 feet in size; 
with half a dozen a built 
around it. faci toward it. he front 
‘of the lot will all built up with a 
long main building. In the middle will 
be a big hall, suitable for dances, 
meetings of the various companies, etc., 
measuring 38x58 feet. At the right will 
be the -brigade headquarters, compris- 
ing a main office and a room for clerkus. 
At the other side of the hall will be 


arranged. All of this main build! 
will be one story in height, except tha 
there will be a second story over the 
regimental and brigade headquarters, 
containing a room for officers, from 
which they can comfortably look down 
upon the drill und and see the men 
maneuvering. e whole structure will 
| be of castellated Gothic style. 

At either side of this structure will 
de handsome portes, cochérés, closed 
by massive iron gates. 

On ett side’ of the parade ground 
will stand three separate buildings, 
each separated from the next by flower 
beds and grass plots. On the right will 
be the barracks of Troop D, a store- 
house and the Signal Corps headquart- 
ers. On the opposite side will stand 
the quarters of Companies A, C and F. 
each company in a one-story building 
by itself. 

The various barracks will all be alike, 
except that Troop D’s quarters, in con- 
sideration of the fact that the troop is 
larger than any company, will be some- 
what bigger than the rest. Each build- 
ing wl have a quartermaster‘s room, 
am Officer’s room, a privates’ room and 
toilet and bathrooms. Each will have a 
wide porch along its entire front, on 
which the N.G.C. men or their friends 
can watch the companies at drill. Thus 

h company, as well as the troop and 


its own, with freedom to make it as 
cosy and attractive as its members 
wish.

but have a beneficial result, and inspire 
all with the determination to surpass 
everything and everybody else. 

The big drill ground will be macada- 
mised and kept as smooth, hard, dust- 
less and clean as possible. The build- 
ings will be of brick, and practically 
fire-proof. The whille place will be 
surrounded by a heavy brick wall, so 
that it win be easy of defense, espe- 
clally as the buildings will be mainly 
lighted from the parade ground: The 
buildings and grounds will all be lighted 
with electricity and everything will be 
up to date. 

The whole thing is planned in imita- 
tion of a regular army post. No city in 
the country has yet built militia head- 
quarters on this plan, but it seems to all 
concerned much the best possible ar- 


rangement. 
The armory board, consisting of the 
commissioned officers of the various 


companies, is negotiating with several 
property owners. Gen. Last believes an 
agreement will be reached within a few 
weeks, and the work approved by the 
N. G. C. State officials, begun and finished 
within six months.

“You wil, no doubt, agree that at no 
time will it be possible to obtain prop- 
erty for this purpose at more advan- 
tageous figures than the present, and 
to continue the practice of renting, in 
the face of the showing made, is 
neither sensible or business-like. 

“An additional hook-and-ladder truck 
is an absolute necessity. The one now 
in use was purchased as a second-hand 
machine in 1876, and should not longer 
be relied upon for such extraordinary 
service as is required of this class of 
apparatus. The expenditure of a few 
hundred dollars would make it service- 
able for some time as an auxiliary to a 
new truck.

BLOOM IS FOUND GUILTY OF UT- 
TERING FICTITIOUS CHECKS. 


The Culprit Had Served His Time 


in San  Quentin- imed to Be 
a Jew—Was in the Asylum. 
Evidence. 


Henry Bloom, charged with uttering 
fictitious checks, was on trial before 
Judge Smith and a jury yesterday. 
Nearly the entire day was consumed 
in the examination of witnesses, and 
finally resulted in Bloom being sen- 
tenced to eight years in Folsom. 

J. J. Waters, assistant cashier of 
the Citizens’ Bank, was the first wit- 
ness called by the prosecution. The 
fact that H. M. Brucks left a draft in 
the Citizens’ Bank for collection, drawn 
upon a bank in Ensenada, Lower Cali- 
fornia. was admitted by the witness, 
and the further statement was made 
that the draft was sent to the First 
National Bank of San Diego for col- 
lection. After some discussion between 


attorney. The amount of the draft 
was $350 and it was left at the Citi- 


ant Cashier Waters had no personal 
knowledge of the transaction, and 
stated the “banking” was done through 
Teller Parsons. Upon this showing 
the witness was allowed to depart and 
inform the teller his presence was de- 
sired in Judge Smith’s court. 

F. H. Steele, a police officer who had 
been on beats“ for nine years, stated 
that he arrested the defendant on 
April 1, 1896, and that when he was 
taken to the Police Station, he wanted 
to go up to the court and plead guilty. 
The defendant declared that he did 
not want to go back to San Quentin, 
The further confession was made that 
there was no such person as H. M. 
Brucks, it was a fictitious name; he 
/ had written the mame and knew no 
person of that name. Steele stated 
that check had been forwarded to 
Ensenada and return had been made 
that no such person as Brucks was 
known there. Steele further testified 
that other parties had informed him 
that they had sent drafts to Ensenada 
but the checks were returned unhon- 
ored 


The next witness called. dy the prose- 
cution was M. Denzinger, who con- 
ducts a tailoring establishment, testi- 
fied that the defendant came to. his 
‘place of business and wanted a suit 
of clothes and claimed to be a Jew and 
wanted to celebrate the holiday. He 
came around next day and selected a 
$17 misfit suit, giving a check on the 
Citizens’ Bank for the amount. The 
check was received under the fol- 


lowing circumstances: When Bloom 
came in to select the suit he 
was accompanied by two pretty

The witness said he told him 
that he did not know of any such bank- 
ing firm in Ensenada as the one named, 
that Ivinson & Co, were the bankers 
in that city. Parsons wrote out the 
body of the draft and the defendant 
signed to it the name, A. H. Brooks,” 
To other checks the man wrote the 
name “Henry M. Brucks.” The re- 
turn on the draft, written across the 
back, Mag to the effect that no such firm 
as Sm & Morgan was known; that 
their correspondents were Smith, Mor- 
Rison & Co, he name Morgison“ 
was not easily deciphered and was 
only guessed at. 

Stenographer Bagley read from his 
notes, showing that in the examination 
in the Police Court, Bloom had acknow!l- 
edged that he had signed the name 
to the check and that it was not his 
name—that he did not know anybody 
by that name. 

„Charles Bennett testified to a check 
being given D. Siegel in the sum of 
$140, for goods purchased, drawn upon 
Smith & Morgan of Ensenada, Lower 
California. The draft was placed in 
the Farmers’ & Merchants’ Bank and 
that institution forwarded it to Ensen- 
ada for collection. It was returned 
with an indorsement across the back 
to the effect that no such party 8 
known there. The draft was 81 
H. M. Brucks.” 

A. P. Richardson, a police officer, 
had charge of the prisoner at the Po- 
lice Station and gave evidence tending 
to show that the defendant wanted to 
go into court ad plead. guilty to the 
charge of uttering fictitious checks. 

The proceedings were now cut short 
by the prosecution resting. Argu- 
ments and instructions were brief, and 
the jury had retired but a few minutes 
when an agreement was reached, find- 
ing Henry Bloom guilty as charged. 

The culprit, a grizzled man of over 
50 years. was called before Judge Smith 
and severely censured for his foolish 
crimes. When the Judge stated that 
the prisoner was either insane or a 
very foolish criminal, the old man 
attempted to state he had been in the 
asylum two or three times, but the 
court objected to any more silly lies 
and sentenced him to eight years in 
Folsom, the prisoner preferring not to 
return to his old haunts in San Quen- 


Bloom is an inveterate fabricator and 
his own attorneys had little confidence 
in his declarations. The pretty little 
Zirls that accompanied him to the 
tailoring establishment previously men- 
tioned, are said to be his stepdaughters. 
Bloom is- both mentally unsound and 
rascally inclined. His attorneys say 
he has been committed to asylums once 
or twice. This sentence will probably 
end his career. The other charges were 
dismissed. 


THE NEW ADDITIONS. 


Suit Filed to Have the Late Election 
Declared Illegal. 


A suit of much local significance was 
filed yesterday, entitled, “People of the 
State of California by W. F. Fitzgerald, 
Attorney-General of said State, upon re- 
lation of N. G. Ledgerwood; plaintiff, vs. 
the city of Los Angeles; defendant.” 
Judgment is asked that the city of Los 
Angeles be excluded from all corporate 
rights, privileges and franchises within 
such territory attempted and pretended 
to have been annexed, and for costs. 
The territory “pretended to have been 
annexed” is that recently incorporated 
in this city. The complaint alleges that 
by the changes in voting precincts 
many persons were unable to cast their 
ballots; that a part of the proceedings 
was the publication of a notice in the 
“University Courier,” and that such 
publication is not a newspaper; that 
fifty voters at University were unable 
to deposit their ballots; that 100 voters 
were compelled to go from their old 
polling precinct of Cahuenga, in Cahu- 
enga township, to the Pico Heights pre- 
cinct in Ballona township; that at Rose- 
dale the polls were closed fore 5 
o’clock; thet in many of the precincts 
persons voted on certificates issued by 
the County Clerk within fifteen days 
prior to the ‘said election. Another 
charge is that one man from Orange 
county re-registered without first ob- 
taining a cancellation from Orange 
county. A serious charge is made in re- 
spect to the manner of conducti the 


that the election board did not open the 
polling place till long after sunrise, and 
that a large number of voters who were 
there demanding to vote were compelled 
to leave and go to work without voting; 
that C. H. Boughton, one of the judges 
of election, went away from the lls 
and remained away until after 10 o’clock, 
when he returned so intoxicated that 
he was unable to perform his duties as 
judge of election; that while trying to 
perform the duties of his office he al- 
lowed many illegal votes to be cast in 
favor of annexation until about 2 
o’clock, when he went away from the 
polls and remained continuously away 
thereafter, and no judge was appointed 
in his place. 

A further allegation declares that 
Clerks MacElroy and Gess pretended to 
de unable to find names on the Great 
Register until time was called for clos- 
ing the polls at Pico Heights. 

N. G. Ledgerwood, the relator herein, 
is declared to be a voter and taxpayer 
of Rosedale precinct. John W. Mitchell, 
Frank A. Cattern,-G. P. Adams and F. 
M. Porter are attorneys for plaintiff. 
The cause has been set for hearing be- 
fore Judge York. 


A RESIDENT AGENT. 


Illinois Incorporation Can Be Sued 
in This State. 


Judge Van Dyke rendered a decision 
yesterday in the action of D. Snitjer and 
Fannie Snitjer against the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific Railway Com- 
pany for injuries received while travel- 


‘the State of Colorado. The defendant 
demurred to the complaint on the 
grounds that it was an incorporation or- 
ganized under the laws of the State of 
Illinois, with its principal place of busi- 
ness in the city of Chicago, thus raising 
the question of the jurisdiction of the 
court to entertain the action. In part 
the court says: : 
“Actions for personal injuries, whether 
arising ex contractu or ex delicto, are 
transitory, and the authorities, without 
drawing any distinction as to whether 
such personal injuries arose from tort 
or from breaches of contract, hold that 
said action is transitory and not local, 
and that the question of residence and 
the locality of the injury are immaterial, 
the action lying wherever the defendant 
can be found and brought into court by 
‘service of process or voluntary appear- 
ance, The case of N. O. J, and G. R R. 
Co. vs. Wallace, (50 Miss., 244.) was an 
action brought by the defendant in er- 
ror to recover damages for an injury 
alleged to have been sustained, result- 
ing from a collision of trains at a place 
in the State of Louisiana. In discussing 
this question the court says: ‘Corpora- 
tions are artificial persons existing only 
in contemplation of law; they must 
dwell in the place of their creation and 
cannot migrate to another State, but 
they are liable to be sued like natural 
persons in transitory actions arising ex 
contractu or ex delicto in any State 
where legal ce of process can be 


ad. 

"The defendant corporation had a 
freight and passenger agency in San 
Francisco, Cal., this fact being devel- 
oped on a motion to quash the service 
of summons; the Code vides where 
that is the case, a fo

BARRED BY STATUTE. 


Suit for an Accounting Was De- 
layed Too Long. 

A decision of considerable local im- 
portance was handed down by Judge 
York yesterday, in the action of Maria 
de Sanchez against Herman W. Hell- 
man, Agraham Haas, Jacob Haas and 
Jacob Baruch for an accounting. The 
court held that the complainant had 
slept upon her rights; the allegation 
that she w not familiar with the 
English language and was ignorant of 
business methods does not excuse plain- 
tiff from her inaction.

Wife Died by the 
Same Hand. | | 


Shocking Crime of C. W. England, 
the Attorney. 


Ktited His Wife, Visited His Neigh- 
bors and Then Ended His Own 
Existence—Despondency is 
Given as the Cause. 


Charles W. England, an attorney at 
law, shot and killed his wife and then 
turned the weapon against his .breast 
and sent a bullet through his heart. The 
tragedy was enacted at England’s 
nome on the Highland View tract 
game time during Tuesday night, but 
was not reported to the Coroner until 9 
o'clock yesterday morning. Everything 
indicates that the murder and suicide 
had been planned for some time and 
England’s motive is attributed to de- 
gspondency over his wife’s illness and 
his- own financial troubles. Some as- 
sert that England was demented at

phoned to Attorney Halstead what had 
occurred, and the attorney was very 
much shocked. Ten minutes after Hal- 
stead had received the message, Smart 
came in with the letter which had been 
intrusted to him by England to deliver 
to Halstead. 
The letter contained a telegram ad- 
dressed to his brother, J. B. England 
of Lonoke and read as follows: 
„C. W. England and wife both dead. 
A letter tomorrow. 

W. ENGLAND.” 
Accompanying ,the telegram was a 
request to Halstead to send the telegram 
the next morning. Inside the envelope 
was $70 to defray the funeral expenses. 
The letter begins as follows: 

“My dear Mr. Halstead: As you have 
doubtless observed, life has been very 
sad to me since I have been in Califor- 


| nia, so much go that I have determined

wife, whose life my sadness has dark- 
ened, has just departed from me, and 
I expect to join her in a few minutes, 
I desire you to take charge of the 
place and everything I have, and ad- 
minister on my estate. 

Sorry 
I did not get to talk with or at least 
write you more fully. Please send the 
inclosed telegram early tomorrow morn- 
ing. Have the-undertakers take charge 
of our bodies at once.” 
The writer then goes on to dispose 
of his effects, and requests Halstead to 
act as executor. All of his property, in- 
cluding a large law library is be- 
queathed to help establish a public li- 
brary at Lonoke, Ark. 
Halstead started for the scene of the 
y soon after receiving the letter, 
and upon his arrival an inquest was 
held on the bodies.

Supplementary British Blue Book

FLURRY IN MINING STOCKS. Ac- 
cording to the San Francisco Examiner 
that city is enjoying a little flurry in 
mining stocks. Buying for several days 
hag been quite brisk, though a slump is 
predicted, owing to the uncertainty re- 
garding the prospects of the Brunswick 
lode.

MONEY GETTING PLENTIER. Ac- 
cording to Bradstreet’s money is getting 
plentier. It says: “Statistics of money 
in circulation show a net increase of 
$11,377,619 for the month of April. The 
most notable item of increase was $8,- 
313,400 in gold coin. Other increases 
were $5,060,899 in United States notes, 
$2,397,150 in national bank notes and 
$1,801,987 in silver certificates. The de- 
creases were $1,190,390 in standard sil- 
ver dollars, $480,796 in subsidiary silver, 
$186,690 in gold certificates, $2,807,941 in 
treasury notes and $1,530,000 in currency 
certificates. . The statement showing the 
changes in money and bullion in the 
treasury show a net decrease of $6,572,- 
676 for the month. The principal de- 
crease was $7,236,209 in gold coin. Other 
decreases were $204,059 in treasury 
notes of 1890, $5,060,899 in United States 
notes and $1,247,646 in silver bullion, The 
increases were $2,690,390 in standard sil- 
ver dollars, $212,629 in subsidiary silver, 
$476,160 in national bank notes and 
$3,379,179 in gold bullion.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

EXPANDING EXPORT TRADE. 
As a sign of the return of better times 
it is interesting to note that the ex- 
port trade of the Unied States is grad- 
ually recuperating from the depression 
that characterized it so long. Espe- 
clally is this true of the export of manu- 
factured goods. Bradstreet’s cites the 
fact that the exports of products of 
agriculture were smaller in 1895 than 
in any previous year since 1888, while 
exports of manufactured goods were 
the largest for any year on record, 
which leads that paper to remark that 
while our exports of products of the 
farm have shown asteady shrinkage of 
late years, our exports bf manufac- 
tured goods, though of smaller relative 
volume, have shown a gratifying in- 
crease. 

“While our exports of products of ag- 
riculture fell off from 71 to about 67.5 
per cent. of our total exports,” says 
Bradstreet’s, in the past two years the 
shipments of manufactured goods in- 
creased from 22 per cent. to nearly 25 
‘per cent. of our total exports. 

“That this increase in the export of 
manufactured goods is not @ tempo- 
rary feature, but has come to stay, 
seems evident from the gain shown 
over the years of 1893 and 1894, when 
prices were at their lowest, and, while 
prices in 1895 advanced sharply, no per- 
ceptible influence seems to have béen 
exerted upon the total volume of export 
trade in manufactured articles. Among 
the items of export showing increases 
in 1895, manufactured articles figure 
largely. Iron and steel, leather, min- 
eral oils, chemicals and drugs, ma- 
chinery, naval stores, oil cake and 
wood, all showed increases. 

“All obtainable evidence points un- 
mistakably to the fact that the ten- 
dencies toward expansion above noted 
have been very generally maintained 
during the first quarter of the present 
year. 

“It is a notable and encouraging fact 
that every one of the grand divisions 
of the world took an enlarged amount 
of our exports in February, 1896. Spe- 
Cially notable in the enlarged takings, 
however, are many oft the countries 
south of this country, notably Mexico 
and Central America, the West Indies, 
except Cuba, Argentina, Colombia, 
British Guiana, Uruguay and Vene- 
zuela. Other countries taking larger 
quantities of American manufactures 
were British Africa, Australia and the 
Hawalian Islands.“ ? 

A very rich field for the development 
of American trade undoubtedly is to be 
found in the countries of Central and 
South America. It is gay to 

eing 


note that renewed efforts are 
made to capture a larger part df the 
trade with those countries. 

As a practical step toward the estab- 
lishment of more intimate trade rela- 
tions between the United States and the 
most impartant South American na- 
tions, says an exchange, the Nationa] 
Association oof Manufacturers pro- 
poses to organize a party of represen- 
tative American business men for the 
purpose of visiting the Argentine Re- 
public, the republic of Uruguay and the 
United States of Brazil in response to 
invitations which have been extended 
by the governments of those countries, 
and by which the visitors will be con- 
sidered as the guests of the nations and 
will be honored as such. The party is 
now in process of formation, and the 
arrangements for the trip are now be- 
ing made. The tour will cover the 


which constitute the most comfortable 
and most pleasant period of the year 
for such a journey. These months form 
the southern winter season,. when the 
temperature remains steady around 60 
deg. in the Argentine and in Uruguay, 
and when there is no yellow fever in 
Brazil. It is an interesting commen- 
tary upon the present condition of 
transportation facilities between the 
United States and South America that 
this party will proceed to Pernambuco, 
the first port reached in South Amer- 
ica, by way of Southampton, Lisbon 
and the Canary Islands.

said: 
“I consider this tour as one of the 
most important steps thus far taken in 
the efforts to extend our trade in the 
South American markets This trip 
will be an object-lesson, strikingly in- 
structive and suggestive. At the very 
outset the necessity for going to Eng- 
land in order to find a line of steam- 
ships running direct to the River 
Platte will demonstrate the urgent 
need of better facilities for reaching 
South America from this country. Then 
the whole make-up of the party will 
be such as to insure eminently practi- 
ca] results. Bach member of this party 
will be a leading and representative 
man in some important branch of in-

Every 
man will be expected to observe those 
conditions most directly affecting the 
branch of business in which he is en- 
gaged, and upon the return of the 
party the observations of its members 
wil] be consolidated in a comprehensive 
report of the South American markets.”

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SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY, 


THE OLD CONTROVERSY AWAK- 
ENED AMONG THE TRUSTEES. 


The City Fathers Have a honkey 
and Parrot Time—An Effort to 
Oust Trustee Frith—A Horse- 
stealing and Another Suicide, 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 20.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The City Trus- 
tee controversy, which has awakened 
much interest from time to time, but 
which has been slumbering for some 
weeks, broke out anew last night in a 
sensational manner. 

It will be remembered that when H. 
M. Barton resigned from the board it 
was impossible to fill the position, as the 
four remaining members could not 
agree on any candidate. Much ill will 
was engendered, and finally the people 
of the Second Ward selected their own 
candidate for the place, and practically 
forced Messrs. Frith and Pace to vote 
for him, and thus Mr. Rathbun went on 
the board. 

Finally Mr. Frith moved to the Sec- 
ond Ward, and as he represented the 
Fifth Ward, it was proposed to take a 
couple of blocks from the Second Ward 
and add to the Fifth, those blocks in- 
cluding the new home of Mr. Frith. An 
ordinance to that effect was introduced 
ait the last meeting, and was last night 
brought up for final passage. 

Mr. Rathbun protested against its 
passage. He declared the people of that 
part of his ward did not want to be an- 
nexed to the Fifth Ward, and he did not 
want to lose that territory. 

Trustee Pace made a speech in de- 
fense of Mr. Frith. He admitted that 
the change was made to keep Mr. Frith 
in office, and held that the end justified 
the means. 

After several attempts to gain recog- 
nition, Attorney C. C. Haskell threw a 
bomb into camp dy saying that he had 
received a telegram’ from Atty.-Gen. 
Fitzgerald authorizing him to begin 
suit to test Mr. Frith's legal status with 
reference to the board, and that the 
complaint would be filed as soon as the 
papers arrived. 

Attorney J. W. Curtis was given per- 
mission.to file a protest against the dis- 
trict m which he resides being annexed 
to the Fifth Ward. It was said by Mr. 
Curtis that the signatures included all 
but thrée property-holders in the dis- 
trict. In arguing for the protestors, Mr. 
Curtis said the change in the ward 
would not affect Mr. th. If he had 
vacated his office by moving out of the 
Fifth Ward the proposed change in 
boundaries would not reélect him. 

The ordinance was adopted, Messrs. 
Pace, Lawson and Frith voting for 
it, and Messrs. Ham and Rathbun 
against it. 

At the last meeting of, the board an 
ordinance was introduced wiping out 
the provision that but two saloons can 
be established in any one block on one 
side of a street. San Bernardino isn’t 
exactly a prohibition town, but the gen- 
eral public felt that it was not proper 
to make an absolute and unconditional

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 
The City Water Tunnel a Promising 


Eaterprise. 
SANTA BARBARA, May 20.—(Regu- 
lar C ndence.) Mayor C. E. 
Whitney, M. B. McDuffie and the Times 


correspondent visited the city’s water 
tunnel today, some miles or more 
from town, and far up in a cafion in 
the mountains back of Montecito. A 
Wagon road leads to within, perhaps, a 
mile and a half of a tunnel, the bal- 
ance of the distance being covered by a 
narrow winding trail, the romantic 
beauties of which are well worth going 
to see. J. L. Barker's tunnel is in this 
Same cafion, a half mile lower down 
than the city tunnel. 

This tunnel of Mr. Barker's is now 
straight into the mountain 815 feet. and 
has developed a constant flow of twelve 
inches of water. The miners at work 
in the tunnel say their contract is 
about completed, and the question of 
going further is still unsettled. 
tunnel was wip 1 nearly a year 
ago. Progress been slow on account 
of the entire course being through what 
miners call “shooting rock,“ alternat- 
ing between shale and sandrock forma- 
tions. The strata now being drilled is 
sandrock, with marked flint veins. 

The city’s water tunnel is a larger 
hole in the ground than the Barker tun- 
nel, but not so long, and as yet carries 
little more than half the flow of water, 
the total flow at present being a trifle 
over six.inches, -This tunnel was com- 
menced the first of this year, and the 
workmen are now in about 440 feet, and 
are going straight toward the center 
of a high mountain. The tunnel is 
about 7x5 feet, and is “timbered up” 
whenever the formation would indicate 
the necessity of such precaution. Water 
is found in both the shale and sandstone 
strata, the latter carrying by far the 
greater quantity. The sandstone is in 
large cubes, and the crevices are full of 
water, which, when the crevices are 
first o ed. shes forth at a lively 
rate, then settles down to a steady flow. 

There are men working in these tun- 
nels who have made a life study of min- 
ing, Which naturally includes water de- 
velopments, and they have every confi- 
dence in the ultimate development cf a 
large and permanent flow; éspecially in 
the city’s tunnel. They all say, to go 
high up in thé mountains for water de- 
veiopments, and then delve into a hill 


well covered with timber above, and. 


which has, if possible, cafions that are 
higher up and of the opposite side. 
urface water is never permanent. 
and it is not surface water that is de- 
veloped in these tunnels. By far the 
greater portion of the water comes 
from the floor ot the tunnel and but 
very little comes from overhead. , The 
water coming from the 
the city tunnel is b 
that has yet been 
cold. 
city own# 280 acres OT TAX” where 
its tunnel is located and back of this is 
public domain so there is clear sailing. 
A portion of this land now belonging 
to the city has an interesting bit of hie- 
tory. Some years ago a man named 
Raymond obtained title to 160 acres on 
top of this high mountain of rocks not 
one foot of which is tillable or. “get-at- 
able.” He went East and sold small 
tracts of this “ledge” for orange lard. 
Later on he was put in jail for some 
other rascality and while serving sen- 
tence he relinquished all right and title 
to these lands to the city. of Santa Bar- 
bara, a clear title to the entire. 160 acres 
costing the city about $25, The balance 
of the 280 acres was obtained at a very 
little expense. Banker Sheffield who is 
noted for his generosity and enthusiasm 
nte n acres includi 
e city was forced to develop wate 
and now that active operations are 
fairly commenced, the results of which 
are already flattering, they will be con- 
tinued until an abundant supply is de- 
veloped. The present dontract calls 
for 1000 feet of tunnel at a cost of 
$5.50 a lineal foot, the city furnishing 
the necessary lumber and iron for car 
track, delivered at the tunnel. The 
next 500 feet will cost $7 a foot. The 
intention is to run in about fifteen 
hundred feet this year And as much 

A supply sufficient for 
is obtained. ae 

Originally the city wanted to buy 
the water, reservoir and pipe system 
of the Mission Water Company, but the 
price asked, 3300, 000, was considered ex- 
orbitant. Mr. Barker offered to con- 
tract with the city to develop water 
and deliver it in the resérvoir at Mon- 
tecito, he furnishing the reservoir site, 
at the rate of $2000 an inch, for the first 
eight inches, and $1500 an inch for all 
over eight inches developed. Mr. Bar- 
ker’s proposition is considered reason- 
able, but so long the city can de- 
velop water at the present rate the 
work will continue, until the needed 
supply is obtained. ‘ 

CITY COUNCIL. 

The statement was made today by a 
member of the City Council] that the 
proposed reduction of salaries of city 
Officials is destined to bé defeated and 
that the members are practically 
unanimous against. it. The matter 
may come up at tomorrow's meeting 
and if it does some lively speech-mak- 
ing is expected.

Another matter that will claim the at- 
tention of the Council tomorrow is 
that of band-stand privileges at the 
Plaza. ta Barbara has two good 
bands, but they are just a little out of 
tune with each other. The Committee 
on Band Privileges met yesterday, and, 
after hearing the from Prof. 
Green’e Marine Band, concluded to give 
a pearing. tomorrow to Prof. Shuy’s 
Military Band. These matters, added 
to the regular street work and routine 
business, will give the Council plenty 
to do tomorrow.

WOMAN’S PARLIAMENT OF SOUTH- 
ERN CALIFORNIA IN SANTA ANA. 


— 


A Most Interesting and Instructive 
Session—Thirty-ninth Senatorial 
District Brings Out a Candidate 
in the Person of 8. Armor. 


SANTA ANA, May 20.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) The tenth session of 
the Woman's Parliament of Southern 
California convened in Neill’s Hall, this 
city, today, with fully three hundred 
representative women present. Of this 
number between fifty and seventy-five 
were delegates from the other six 
counties of the southern portion of 
the State. 


The parliament is strictly a woman’s 
meeting and yet the men folks are 
cordially invited to be present, in fact 
they are expected to attend that they 
may form a better idea of how the 
women folk conduct business matters 
when not guided by husband, father or 
son, as in years gone by it was deemed 
necessary to do. 

It was half-an-hour after the ap- 
pointed time this morning when Mrs. 
Kate Tupper Galpin, president of the 
parliament, called the meeting to order 
and at this time delegates from a dis 
tance were still arriving. There were 
less than half-a-dozen men in the hall 
when the 300 women raiged their voices 
in the singing of that old familiar 
hymn, “Nearer My God to Thee.” The 
first topic called was “Social Needs of 
Country Women,” by Mrs. Myra D. 
Sprague of. Fairmont. Immediately 
upon the reading of the paper, the dis- 
cussion was declared opened. Several 
responses were made, Mrs. rah B. 
Cooper being the first to speak. 

Mrs. E. D. Steele of Compton read a 
comprehnsive paper on “Why Women 
Study Economies,“ in which she touched 
upon many popular strains of thought 
shared in by all intellectual, far-seeing 
and considerate women of teeay. The 
discussion on this subject was opened 
up by Mrs. Eliza A. Lawrence of San 
Pedro who, as she expressed it, thought 
but little had been left to be said that 
had not already been covered by Mrs. 
Steele, but before she finished brought 
out a number of points that were pleas- 
ing as well as instructive. Mrs, Cooper 
again talked, this time dealing ‘more 
in generalities than in her first talk, 
after which a recess was taken until 2 
o'clock p.m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At the afternoon session Mrs. Galpin 
read a letter of regret from Mrs. Caro- 
line Severance of Los Angeles, after 
which she introduced Mrs. Minnie 
Hanby-Jones of Los Angeles, who read 
A paper on “My Mother Shall Instruct 
Me.” Mrs. Jones argued on the line 
that we cannot improve upon the truth, 
even with our children, and that it 
should be told to them by the proper 
persons. “It is not a question,“ stated 
the speaker, whether or not our chil- 
dren shall be taught certain things that 
they must learn later in life, but who 
shall teach them.” She thought that 
if boys and girls were taken into the 
confidence of father and mother in their 
youthful years and instructed lovingly 
and properly upon matters tnat in their 
early teens are so mysterious to them, 
that half the vulgarity and meanness 
in the world would be obviated. Mrs. 


the mother to be, above all, honest with 
her child. “Truth and your child’s con- 
fidence are essential elements in their 
bringing up.“ 

The discussion upon this paper was 
led by Mrs. Theodosia B. Shepherd of 
Ventura. A .number of women spoke 
upon the subject. 

Following came the reading of a pa- 
per. on Household Hygiene,“ by Dr. 
Sarah E. Maloy of Riverside, in which 
she gave a large amount of excellent 
advice to mothers in the plans for the 
bullding of new homes, for most moth- 
ers have more or less to do. The dis- 
cussion on this paper was led by Dr. 
Theodora Wilkins of Pomona Mrs. Dr. 
Reed of Los Angeles also spoke upon 
this subject and in treating of the im- 
portance of looking toward the happi- 
ness of the children in a household, 
she stated that she believed it best 
to never permit your children to go to 
bed at night unhappy. Never permit 
this,“ repeated the speaker, even if 
you have to spank them to make them 
do it.“ The lady’s remarks were not 
without previous thought, for she has- 
tily proceeded to say that this could 
easily be done; the child might fempo- 
rarily be unhappy, but it would be in a 
good humor if the mother did her duty 
before it closed its eyes in sleep. 

The closing paper of the afternoon 
session was read by Miss Minnie Reed 
of San Diego. Its subject was “The 
Housewife’s Familiar Friends and 
Foes.“ The paper was largely of a sol- 
entific nature, treating of microbes, 
germs, bacteria, and, incidentally, “new 
women,” germicides, antiseptics, corro- 
sive sublimates, tuberculosis and other 
dangerous things. She touched upon 
the unhealthy and filthy habit of pro- 
miscubus expectorating on the side- 
walks and corridors in public halls. 
Upon this point she was heartily ap- 
plauded. She advised that the ladies 
of California do as the ladies of Cin- 
cinnati, viz: place cuspidors on the side- 
walk at convenient distances and then 
to impose a fine or impnmNsonment upon 
the person or persons who refuse to 
use them. The paper closed with ac- 
ceptable information and advice upon 
some of the friends and foes of the 
housewife in the canning of fruit, dif- 
ferent forms of plant life and the 
growth of protoplasms. 

The discussion upon this paper was 
opened by Mrs. S. J. McClatchie of 
Pasadena, who gave a brief but com- 
prehensive explanation and illustration 
of the different kinds of bacteria. 
With a few remarks by the president 
and others, the parllament adjourned 
until 8 o’clock p.m., when the reading 
and discussion of other papers upon 
practical and interes subjects were 
proceeded with.

ABSOLUTELY PURE 
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DIED ON HIS WHEEL. 
Woodcock Took His Medicine in Too 
Large Doses. 


Roy C. Woodcock took 360 grains each 
of chloral hydrate and bromide of pot- 
ash since Monday night and fell off a 
bicycle at Twenty-third and Figueroa 
streets yesterday afternoon, dead. 

Woodcock was employed at the Pa- 
cific Cyclery and boarded at Mrs. 
Brainard’s, No. 914 West Eleventh 
street. 

He had been drinking heavily for 
some days and last Monday night 
called on Dr. F. D. Bullard and asked 
to be prescribed for, saying that he was 
suffering from a severe headache pro- 
duced by heavy drinking. The doctor 
prescribed chloral hydrate and bromide 
of potash in doses of 12 grains each, and 
gave him a prescription calling for 180 
grains of each to last him all the week. 
Tuesday the doctor saw his patient and 
was told by him that he had taken the 
entire 180 grains of each. The physician 
told him that he had done a very dan- 
3 thing and cautioned him not to 

0 80 again. 

At 12 o' clock yesterday Dr. Bullard re- 
ceived a R r from the 
Brainards, saying that Woodcock had 
had the prescription refilled and had 
taken the same amount at-once that he 
had the day previous. The physician 
started for the house at once with a 
stomach pump. When he reached the 
house he was told that Woodcock had 
got on his bicycle and rode away. 
The doctor told Mrs. Brainard to start 
out and find him, as the heavy dose 
would no doubt prove fatal. Mr. and 
Mrs. Brainard and Miss Brainard 
started out to find -Woodcock. In the 
mean time he had ridden around an 
hour and a half and was going along 
Figueroa street when the poison com- 
menced to work on him. At Twenty- 
third street he fell from his wheel and 
struck on the right side of his head. 

Gustave Leander, a gardener em- 
ployed near by, saw Woodcock fall and 
rushed to his assistance. The man was 
conscious and told Leander that he had 
been sick for some time and was weak. 
He said he lived on Sixteenth street, 
but a minute later said he lived on 
Eleventh street. After talking a few 
minutes longer he asked for a drink of 
water and Leander brought it from a 
neighboring house. When he returned 
to Woodcock he was looking badly and 
had turned blue in the face. A big 
crowd had gathered around the scene 
and one of the men called for a spoon, 
but before it could be brought Wood- 
cock was dead. Some one telephoned 
the police, and upon their arrival Kre- 
gelo & Bresee were notified and re- 
moved the body to the ‘morgue, where 
an inquest was held at 4 o’¢lock. The 
verdict was ‘that Woodcock had come 
to his death from an overdose of chloral 
hydrate and bromide of potash. 

Woodcock was a widower,.34 years of 
age, and came to this city from Stock- 
ton about six.months ago. His people 
live in Bangor, Me., where his brother 
is county physician.
